The  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  the  honor  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  a  Report,  embracing  the  pecun- 
iary transactions  of  the  City  Government,  during  the 
financial  year  which  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  last. 

The  accompanying  Documents  indicate  the  vari- 
ous Appropriations  which  were  granted  by  the  Coun- 
cil, during  that  year ; — the  Expenditures  which  were 
made  under  authority  of  those  Appropriations  ; — 
the  Income  of  the  City,  during  the  year ;  and  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  Public  Debt 
of  the  City. 

On  recurring  to  these  Documents,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  expenditure  under  the  Appropriations  granted 
at  the  commencement  of  the  last  financial  year,  in- 


eluding  the  Appropriation  for  the  Preservation  of  the
